In going into a new country to take 
up land and try to make a home, most 
people expect some hard experience to 
start with, but a whole lot of this 
pioneering could just as well be 
avoided if the governinent was wise 
enough to adopt a different policy. 

Let us, for instance, point to the 
settlement of the Peace River country. 
Up there we have millions of acres of 
as fine land as there is to be found 
anywhere in Canada, and for a number 
of years intending farmers from every- 
where have been invited by the gov- 
ernment to settle there, with the result 
that the homesteads are practically all 
gone and the country fairly well 
settled up, 


But what has the government done 
for these invited settlers by way of 
trausportations after they enticed 
them to come? Wh’ ‘us the govern- 
ment done by way of helping these 
settlers to get their products to mar- 
ket? 

The answer is, little or nothing, 


There are practically no railways 
and no market facilities either east or 
weat, So it is of little use for these 
settlers to raise anything, as it cannot 
be sold, The B.D, and B.C. railway, 
pracically, the only road built so far 
into that country, “is a joke.” Accord- 
ing to statements made recently by 
representatives from Peace River and 
published in he Calgary Herald, that 
road is a farce and practically worth- 
jess, and all that our provincial gov- 
ernment officials have had to say in 
defence of this worthless road-bed and 
equipment was that it was as good as 
other raiiways at a similar early stage. 
According to statements in the Herald, 
farmers in Grand Prairie and Peace 
River country, after hauling their 
wheat from 50 to 80 miles, have found 
the elevators filled, no cars going out, 
and as there wag no lumber to be had 
wherewith to build granaries they had 
to dump their wheat in piles aloug the 
railroad track, aud much wheat that 
would have graded No. 1 earlier in the 
winter is now heated and spoiled in 
these heaps and only fit for feed, 

Had a representative people's gov- 
ernment been in power in place of the 
present capitalist owned and controlled 
gang, things would have been run dil- 
ferent, and before inviting those 
settlers to come into the Peace River 
distwict and risk their last dollar in 


proving what the country was good 
tor and do all the experimenting on 
their own hook, at least a decent trunk 
line system would have been built and 
market facilities secured for the 
settlers’ products, 

Here is another instance: A writer 
in the Farmers’ Magazine describes 
the great farming posibilities in the 
vast, almost unknown regions of 
Northern Ontario, Thig «writer, who 
has travelled over great stretches by 
foot and by rafts aud Canoes, and has 
talked .to many of the scattered 
settlers, claims that more than forty 
million acres are available tor farm- 
ing; hat both wheat, outs and parley 
does well and that clover and root 
crops~are wonders, ‘The drawbacks, 
according to. this writer is lack of rail- 
roads and other roads, and that great 
land, timber and mine speculators hold 
great etretches of land without de- 
veloping it; hold it for a raise in price 
and thus compelling the would-be 
homesteaders to take up land away 
back in the wilderness, where there 
‘aye no roads, nO achovls and too far

Germans Constructing Giant Com. 
mercial and Passenger 
Airships 

The Germans are working fever« 
ishly to construct giant commercial 
and passenger airships and airplanes, 
according to a report from Roman: 
shorn, The firet trials were success: 
fully held of two monster machine 
above Lake Constance, 

The airship Nordstern, greatly sur- 
passing the Zeppelin Budenscee in size, 
capacity and power, flew for a half 
hour around the lake with a crew of 
seven men, At the saric time a new 
giant hydroplane, whose motors to- 
talled 1,000 horse-power, made aerial 
trips with 20 passengers, 

Both machines were recently com- 
pleted at Friedrichshaven, where the 
airship factory is said to have doub- 
led in size since the armistice, an 
other monsters have already been be- 
gun, The Germans are concealing the 
results of the trials, and no reports of 
them are published in the. press.

Trees for Roadaides 


Wind-Break to Prevent Early Frosts 
And Other Evils 

Newer Canada will learn as older 

parts of the Dominion have had to 

learn the value of trees both in wood 

areas and on the roadside, Dr. W. W. 

Andrews recently addressed a gather- 


ing of members of the Kiwanis Club 
at Regina on tree planting in the 
country planning. 

The doctor dealt very fully with the 
question of planting trees on either 
side of the main roads in Saskatche- 
wan, and made the positive statement 
that if such were done, autos could 
be used for twelve months in the year 
instead of about half that length of 
time as is the case now. In order to 
do this, the gauge qf slcighs must also 
be enlarged, a matter which has been 
mooted for some time. 

A line of trees ot either side of the 
road would prevent the drifts from 
congregating on the highway itself, 
and thus, where the sleighs and autos 
would run, the ordinary fall of snow 
would obtain. The trees, forming a 
wind-break, would also keep the way- 
farer warm, 

The value of trees from the view- 
point of keeping water in the ground 
was also made apparent by the speak- 
er, and again as a wind-break to prev- 
ent early frosts and other evils which 
are the enemies of crops.

CORN vs. BATS: 


In view of the fact that a number 
of the farmers of the (Hleichen die- 
trict are finding it advantageous to 
grow corn in place of summerfal- 
lowing the following from the Cal- 
gary Western Canada may be of 
interest to our readers: 

How much more does it cost to grow 
an acre of corn than to grow an acre 
of oats? To get a proper comparison 
it is necessary to take an illustration 
from a farm on which both crops are 
grown successfully. An example has 
just been brought to the writer’s at- 
tention of the comparative cost of 
growing corn and oats on a Minnesota 
farm. It is furnished by Albert In- 
mer, a well-known farmer in Cotton- 
wood Country, Minn., in an article 
which appeared in the Cottonwood 
Vitizen, 

Mr. Inmer says: “I had a curiosity 
to know how much it would cost to 
raise an acre of oats and corn. To 
find out I kept account during the 
year, of the time required and the 
cash expended to grow the above 
mentioned crops.” His figures show 
that it cost him $31.49 to grow an acre 
of corn and $18.13 1-3 to grow an 
acre of oats, or a difference of $13.00 
an acre in favor of oats.

If we don’t eliminate luxuries and 
save now; if we still think we can 
produce léss and consume more; if 
we continue to delude ourselves that 
we can indefinitely continue to receive 
double for half as much work, 
nothing can prevent hard times. If 
stich times come as a result of our 
folly, we will not only do without lux- 
uries, but may find ourselves hard 
pressed to obtain necessities, 

There is only one solution, in Can- 
ada as clsewhere, It is not theoriz- 
ing; it is work—hard, practical, pro- 
ductive work,

Germans Would Increase Army 


Want io be Allowed to Retain All 
Officers and Staff 

Puris.—Germany has asked the in- 
ter-allied conference at San Remo to 
increase from 100,000 to 200,000 men 
jthe standing army provided for Ger- 
many by the terms of the Treaty of 
Versailles. 

The request was contained in a note 
{handed to the French foreign office 
last evening with the demand that it 
be sent to the supreme council at San 
Remo, 

The note set forth that an increased 
force was necessary for the mainten- 
ance of order in the interior and that, 
fundamentally, the army would ngt 
accept an order for its dissolution. 

The note further requests that Ger- 
many be allowed to retain the entire 
general staff and corps of officers, 
which means the entire framework of 
the active army. - 

Two other notes were handed to 
the foreign office at the same time. 
One dealt with the disbandment of 
the civic guards, which has already 
been made public, and the note con- 
tained a request that the reichswehr 
force in the neutral zone should be 
fixed according to the number of men 
instead of the number of units, and 
that Germany be allowed ® have 11 
batteries of artillery instead of two in 
the neutral zone. 


Uniyersal Shortage 


Dr. Robertson Tells Committee Of 
Abnormal World Demand 


Ottawa.—In an address before the 
parliamentary committee on agricul- 
ture and colonization, Dr. J. W. Rob- 
ertson, said it would take at least two 
big crops to catch up t6 anything 
like normal supplics of breadstuffs; 
ten years to obtain a pre-war status 
on milk products, and four or five 
years for beef products. 

Dr. Robertson went at length into 
his expericnce overseas, reiterating 
his statements that prices were depen- 
dent entirely upon world conditions. 
Increased production in Canada would 
not lower prices because ofseontinued 
abnormal demand.

Caillaux Escapes Charge 


Of Death Penalty 


Charge of High Treason Against For. 
mer French Premier Was 
Withdrawn 


Paris.-Joseph Caillaux, former pre- 
mier of France was found guilty of 


having had correspondence with the! 


enemy, by the high court of the sen- 
ate. The vote was 15 to 91. 

The charges of high treason and in- 
telligence with the enemy were elim- 
inated by a vote of 213 to 28, This 
eliminated the possibility of the death’ 
penalty being inflicted. The court 
then took up the charge of corres- 
pondence or commerce with the ene- 
my. Conviction on this count might 
entail imprisonment in a fortress for 
not more than five years or not less 
{ran one year, or banishment. 

The senators, upon taking over the 
case for decision, proceeded with it 


rapidly, a large number 4of them ex-' 


pressing their view that a verdict 
would be rendered, as the brunt of 
the discussion hinged on the irre- 
concilable position of two groups, 
one group, it appears, have in- 
sisted that the court should convict 
M. Caillaux of a minor offence and in- 
flict a light penalty, while the other 
lgroup was equally determined upon 
unconditional acquittal of the accused. 


Ottawa Members Want 


Larger Indemnity 


No Increase Has Been Granted Since 
Confederation to Members 


Of Parliament 

Ottawa—There is a strong agita- 
tion on foot among the members of 
parliament on both sides of the house 
for an increase of the sessional in- 
demnity to $4,000 a year. Living in 
Ottawa has become so high in recent 
years that the members complain they 
are unable to make ends meet on an 
ordinary session. There are some 
members also who do not regard the 
sum they receive so much in the light 
of an indemnity as a salary, because 
their parliamentary emolument is 
their sole or main means of support 
They are naturally strong for an in- 
crease, but the feeling is general am-~- 
ong all the members that the present 
indemnity is insufficient. 

The case of minsters' of the crown 
is even more pressing.” There has 
been no increase in the salary of 
ministers since Confederation, and the 
present salary of $7,000 is declared to 
be insufficient to enable even the most 
careful minister to make ends mect, 
A recent appointee to the cabinet re- 
marked that he had run behind $5,000 
on the year and that the attractions 
of office coupled with suggestions of 
agitators that the members of the 
government were “a bunch of graft- 
ers” did not seem sufficiently attract- 
ive to induce one to long remain in 
the service of his country. 

But while the need of an increase 
is recognized the present docs not 
seem & propitious time to make the 
move, The fact that the appeals of 
the returned men for increased grat- 
uities have had to be-repeatedly turn- 
ed down is probably the fact operat- 
ing most strongly against the goy- 
ernment hearkening to the appeals of 
the members,

Decline Responsibility for Newspaper 
Correspondents Who Intend 
To Go 

London, — The délegation of: the 
‘British Labor Party which will go to 
Russia to investigate the general sit- 
uation there will be composed of 
Messrs, Philip Snowden, Ben Turner, 
Robt. Williams and Tom Shaw. Wil- 
liams, who is regarded as the most 
itadical member of the delegation, has 
long advocated direct action. He was 
la leading figure in the activities of the 
triple alliance—the railway men, min- 
ers and transport workers—during the 
railway strike and the recent threaten- 
ed miners’ walkout, when the most 
vital factor was whether Williams, as 
head of the transport workers, would 
bring them into the controversy. 

The laborites decline to assume re- 
sponsibility for the accompanying 
newspaper correspondents, but it is 
stated that representatives of some 
of the London papers are planning to 
start andstake chances of being stop- 
ped from entering Russia. 


Amundsen in Siberia 


Last Reported in August When Ship 
Was Drifting 

Nome, Alaska, — A wireless flash 
from Anadir, Siberia, announces the 
presence there ‘of Roald Amundsen, 
the explorer, the details and manner 
of his arrival are not given. A mes- 
sage from Anadir suggests the explor- 
er may have reached that point with 
a vessel, 

Last August Roald Amundsen was 
jreported to be drifting in his ice- 
locked schooner, Maud, somewhere 
north of western Siberia. Nothing 
has been heard from Amundsen dir- 
‘ectly since September 1, 1918, when 
‘his schooner was reported to be tak- 
ing oil for her motors at Dixsob Is- 
land, a White Sea point. 

From the White Sea Amundsen ex- 
pected to drift east with the ice to 
the new Siberian Islands which lie in 
the Arctic off Siberia. At the new 

iberian Islands it was believed the 
\drift would carry him toward, if not 
across the pole, The explorer is re- 
ported to have carried two airplanes 
as part of his equipment. He expect- 
ed to use these if he found the drift 
would not carry him across the “top 
of the earth.”

Strikers’ Meeting Is Broken Up 


Gathering Broke Up in Uproar After 
Leaders Had Been Howled 
Down 


Chicago— John Grunau, leader of 
the outlaw Chicago yardmen’s asso- 
ciation, who was ,cleased from jail 
at Jolict, Ills., after friends had de- 
posited $10,000, was expected to call 
a new meeting of striking switchmen 
to end the walkout, following the tum- 
ultous termination of a mass meeting, 
called by a committee of strike lead- 
ers to vote on returning to work, 

Declaring they had been “sold out” 
and hooting down attempts of strike 
‘leaders to appeal to them to end the 
‘walkout, several thousand strikers 
bolted a mass meeting when it was 
jaiinounced Grunau, who way to have 
presided, was still in jail. 

The gathering broke in an uproar, 
i Tumult reigned inside and outside the 
hall “for half an hour, but there was 
no violence and no arrests were made, 

Shannon Jones, R. S. Murphy, and 
M. J. Kenney, who called the meeting, 
urged the strikers to return to work 
and await action of the railroad labor 
board on their demands for increased 
pay. ’ 

“I hope that you can see that it 
won't do any good to fight the gov- 
ernment,” Jones told the strikers. 
“You can fight the railroads, but not 
the United States, and you are fool- 
isu to try.” 

On the rostrum was an American 
flag. Jones touched it constantly as 
|he spoke. As Murphy began to speak 
he was greeted with cries of “Wherg’s 
Grunau? We want Grunaul”

US. And Britain Would 
Trade With Russia 


Sir Auckland Geddes Declares Prog- 
ress Is Being Made 
Cordially 


Washington.—Negotiations between 
the State department and the British 
foreign office, concerning the propos~- 
ed re-opening of trade relations with 
sovict Russia are proceeding and pro- 
gress is being made cordially, Sir 
Auckland Geddes, the new British am- 
bassador made this announfemerft 
The question of the recognition of 
the present government of Russia is 
entirely apart from these conferences, 
it was said, 

It is the purpose of Britain and Am- 
erica to arrive at an agreement as to 
means of expanding the trade already 
being carried on with Russia through 
Scandinavian countries and by way o/ 
Finland and Lettvia. While the plan 
to be adopted has not assumed shape 
it is regarded as probable that the old 
license system will be abandoned en- 
tirely or so liberalized as to leave but 
little restraint on the channels of 
trade. 

It is fully understood in London 
and Washington that in furtherance 
of its determination to force political 
recognition at the hands of the wes- 
tern European nations and America, 
the soviet government will do every- 
thing possible to hamper such trade 
development along independent lines. 
The négotiafors are believed to feel 
however, that Lenine will scarcely be 
prepared to refuse the demands of 
his own people for the essentials of 
life which are held out to them in 
this way.

Deporting Sinn Feitiers 


Fifteen Removed From Belfast and A 
Large Number From Queens- 
‘ town in Destroyers 

Belfast. — The removal of fifteen 
Sinn Fein prisoners from Belfast and 
a large number from Queensfown on 
three destroyers leads to the belief 
that the authofities are planning tak- 
ing all Sinn Fein prisoners from Ire- 
land. 

The house of a merchant named 
Stewart was destroyed by fire in 
County Down. In Limerick, the The- 
atre Royal was attacked last night, 
and a dozen armed men rushed the 
officers and held up the manager, ab- 
stracting the receipts of the day. 


Loss Owing to Strikes 
London.— Thomas J, MacNamara, 
minister of labor, told the house of 
commons that the strikes and lock- 
outs reported to the ministry of lab- 
or during 1919, aggregated 1,413. The 
total numbers of persons directly 
indirectly affected was 2,580,000. The 
aggregate duration of the disputes 
was 34,430,000 working days, figuring 
on the basis of individual loss of time.

Will Take Some 


as Possible 


Ottawa.—Assurance that the com- 
pleted portion of the Hudson Bay 
railway would be put in good repair 
this year and that the government 
would carefully consider | the early 
completion of the road, was given by 
Sir George Foster to the special def- 
egition of members of parliament, 
senators and representatives of west- 
ern boards of trade, which waited up* 
on the government to present the case 
for the completion of the road, Mem- 
bers of the delegation expressed sat- 
isfaction with the result of their in- 
terview and their confidence that the 
completion of the road would not be 
neglected. 

Sir George Foster left the intpres- 
sion that in addition to the repair 
work promised, some additional track 
might be laid this year, possibly as 
far as Limestone River. The govern- 
ment had never intended to abandon 
work on the road, he said. Motives 
/of economy had compelled the gov- 
ernment to suspend construction in 
1918, and the government proposes to 
finish the road as soon as possible, 
He promised to consult with the min- 
ister of railways regarding carly com- 
pletion of the road. 

Dr. R. M. Blake, M.P., for North 
Winnipeg, chairman of a special cau- 
cus of members of parliament, intro- 
duced the delegation and urged that 
the government could practice econo- 
my at the expense of the other public 
works rather than the Hudson Bay 
Railway. 

J.yA. Campbell, M.P., for The Pas, 
urged that the resources of the terri- 
tory and the. Bay itself would more 
than pay for the work, apart from the 
|value of the water route to the At- 
lantic which would be opened up, The 
jHudson Bay railway would mean as 
much to the middle-west as the In- 
ter-Colonial had to the maritime pro- 
vinces and the Canadian Pacific to 
the British Columbia development, 

Hon. Edward Brown, representing 
the Manitoba Legislature, spoke of 
the resources of the north country, 
land mentioned the fact that the Man- 
itoba government was waiting to 
|buitd its road from tlhe Hudson Bay 
railway to the Copper country of the 
\north, a distance of only 80 miles. 
Hon. George Langley, for the Sask- 
atchewan legislature, urged that mo+ 
tives of economy could not justify 
the depreciation which was taking 
place in the work already done, and 
which represented the major part of 
the expenditure involved in the con- 
struction of the road. 


Great Britain Helps Argentine 


Buenos Ayres, — La Razon, com- 
menting on the fact that the British 
government is loaning Argentina $50,- 
000,000 to pay off a loan of the same 
amount by New York bankers, after 
the latter had refused to renew it, 
criticises the lack of indulgence on the 
lpart of the north American bankers, 
The newspaper says this means that 
Argentina in future financing will 
turn again to England, “the tradi- 
tional indulgence mecca of our couns 
| try." 


Definite Action On 
Natural Resources 


Ottawa,— Indications here point 
to the firm belief among western 
members of parliaments that the gov- 
ernment intends to take some definite 
action along the line of natural re- 
sources before the close of the pres- 
ent session, 

Headed by those who have been 
pressing for such action, a deelgation 
of some forty-five supporters of the 
government, waited on the govern- 
ment, the cabinet members present in- 
cluded Sir George Foster, acting pre- 
mier; Hon, Arthur ‘Meighen, H, A. 
Drayton-and C, C, Ballantyne. It 
was urged that the governmnet should 
immediately consider undertaking 
some policy whereby the mineral de- 
velopment of the country will be ex- 
tended and whereby all the operations 
already made in the house will be im- 
plemented by effective action, on the 
ground that this would be one of the 
possible methods of increasing the po- 
pulation, lessen the taxes, enhance the 
property, secure a inarket for agricul- 
tural products, provide employment 
where it is badly needed, furnish 
freight for the already overdeveloped 


tailways, make Canada commercially 
independent of the United States and 
generally help to give Canada its pro- 
per place among the advancing indus- 
trial nations of the world, 

It was also strongly urged that 
there has sprung up throughout the 
entire country an insistent demand 
for the development of the natural 
resources, The government is under- 
stood to have replicd that it was al- 
ready cognizant of the arguments put 
forth and that some definite an- 
jnouncement of policy could be expect- 
ed before the close of the present ses- 
sion. Practically every proyince waa 
represented at the conference, 

It is the intention of the govern- 
ment to transfer to Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba, their natural 
resources as soon as terms fair and 
equitable to all other provinces of the 
Dominion can be arranged, This in- 
formation was given to J. A. Camp- 
bell, of Nelson, in the house of com- 
mons, Mr, Canipbell was told that it 
had been the policy of the govern. 
ment to make this transfer ever since 
its formation. Parliamentary action 
was necessary to effect thts trasefer.
